first  time  within  the  portals  of  Greensboro  High  School. 

Their  youthful  hearts  knew  no  real  cares,  for  with  long¬ 
ing  hopes  and  brave  spirits  did  they  turn  their  faces  to 
that  great  adventure  that  lay  before  them. 

However,  bashful  and  blushing,  we  -the  notable  class 
of  ’26 — soon  became  that  day,  for  those  superior  sopho¬ 
mores,  so  easily  forgetful  of  their  own  scared  feelings  the  year  before,  bade  ns  a 
most  warm  welcome  with  paddles.  A  joke  it  seemed  to  those  wise  folks,  but 
not  so  to  us  of  the  verdant  variety.

Since  its  organization  the  Council  has  aided  in  promoting  civic  drives,  traffic 
regulations,  better  conduct,  and  a  wholesome  atmosphere — in  fact,  it  has  made 
our  school  a  better  place  in  which  to  live. 
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“ High  Life ”  Staff 

“High  Life”  is  a  bi-monthly  newspaper  published  by  the  student  body  of 
the  High  School.

Track  in  1926,  as  in  other  years,  has  been  handicapped  by  a  lack  of  men. 
Only  ten  to  fifteen  men  have  been  out  at  any  time.  However,  these  men  have 
shown  up  remarkably  well  against  the  large  squads  of  other  schools.  The  team 
was  particularly  strong  in  the  middle  distance  and  long  runs,  the  javelin,  discus 
and  hurdles. 

The  first  meet  of  the  season  was  at  Davidson.  The  outstanding  man  of  the 
afternoon  was  Ilorney,  who  ran  the  half  in  2.9  2-5,  and  then  heat  the  Davidson 
freshmen  and  Charlotte  men  on  the  mile.  Brown  also  took  ten  points,  win¬ 
ning  the  discus  and  javelin  with  very  good  throws  on  each.  Phoenix  took 
second  place  in  the  half,  and  Glascock  took  fourth  in  the  broad  jump.  The 
score  of  the  meet  was  as  follows:  Charlotte  45,  Davidson  P.  40,  Greensboro  24. 
Concord  6,  High  Point  4,  Barium  Springs  l1/},  Huntersville  t/h. 

'the  second  meet  of  the  season  was  held  at  Wake  Forest  on  the  third  ol 
April,  in  which  each  school  was  allowed  to  enter  only  five  men.  The  men  rep¬ 
resenting  G.  U.  S.  were:  Ilorney,  Glascock,  Arnold,  Phoenix,  and  Brown. 
Brown,  of  Greensboro,  was  the  outstanding  man  of  the  day,  winning  the  scholar¬ 
ship  offered  for  the  highest  number  of  individual  points.  Brown  turned  in  a 
total  of  eleven  points  for  his  team,  winning  second  in  the  shot  put  and  pole 
vault,  and  capturing  first  honors  in  the  discus. 

Although  all  of  the  team  did  excellent  work,  they  were  nosed  out  by  a  mar¬ 
gin  of  three  points  by  their  ancient  rival,  Charlotte.  Greensboro,  however, 
could  not  leave  without  at  least  one  cup,  and  this  was  captured  in  the  relay  in 
the  excellent  time  of  three  minutes  and  fifty-eight  seconds. 

The  third  meet  of  the  season  at  Guilford  was  lost  by  the  small  margin  of  one 
point.  Friendship  scored  41  points,  Greensboro  40,  and  Winston-Salem  .12, 
The  other  high  schools  in  the  meet  were  left  far  behind.  The  Greensboro  run¬ 
ners  starred,  taking  third  in  each  of  the  dashes,  and  first  in  the  hurdles,  440, 
880,  mile,  and  relay.  Phoenix  was  especially  good,  running  the  fastest  mile  of 
the  year  in  4:57  and  then  turning  in  an  excellent  performance,  a  few  minutes 
late,  on  the  half.  He  made  the  distance  in  2:12. 

The  season  lacks  at  the  time  of  this  writing  a  good  deal  of  being  over,  but 
one  can  easily  see  what  the  ultimate  result  will  he.  Greensboro  is  handicapped 
by  a  small  squad.  Instead  of  two  good  men  for  each  event,  she  must  work  men 
on  several  events  in  order  to  enter  them  all.  It  is  to  he  hoped  that  such  will 
not  be  the  case  in  the  future. 
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The  Greensboro  High  baseball  nine  bids  fair  to  have  a  very  successful  sea¬ 
son.  The  team,  at  the  time  of  the  publishing  of  this  book,  has  broken  about 
even,  with  very  bright  prospects  as  to  the  championship  games.  The  team 
developed  miraculously  under  Coaches  Ooltrane  and  Johnson,  and  is  probably 
the  best  one  that  has  represented  G.  II.  S.  in  several  years.
